Army generally known as PLA, and its political wing, the 
Revol utionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), the United National 
liber ition Front (UNLF), the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party 
of Kangleipak ( PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red 
Army”, the Kangleipak Commimist Party (KCP) and its 
arme( 1 wing, also called the “Red Army ”, the Kanglei Yaol 
Kanb i Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur Peoples’ Liberation 
Front (MPLF) (hereinafter collectively referred to as the 
Meit( i Extremist Organisations) have:— 

(i I openly declared as their objective the formation of 
an independent Manipur by secession of Manipur 
! State from India; 

(i^ been employing and engaging in armed means to 
j achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(ii^ been attacking the Security Forces, the Police, 

^ Government employees and law-abiding citLicns in 
I Manipur; 

(ivj) been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and 
i looting of civilian population for collection of funds 
i for their Organizations; 

(vj) been making efforts to establish contacts with 
sources abroad for influencing public opinion and 
for securing their assistance by way of arms and 
training for the purpose of achieving their 
secessionist objective; and 
(vj) been maintaining camps in neighbouring couniries 
; for the purpose of sanctuary, training and 
: clandestine procurement of arms and ammunition; 


And, whereas, the Central Government is of the 
opinion that for the aforesaid reasons activities ot the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations are detrimental to the 
sovereignty an integrity of India and that they arc unlawful 
associations ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section f 1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act. 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the Meitei Extremist Organisations, namely, 
the Peoples’ Liberation Army generally known as PEA. 
and its political wdng, the Revolutionary Peoples’ front 
(RPF) the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the 
Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and 
its armed wing, the “Red Army”, the Kangleipak Communist 
Party (KCP) and its amied wing, also called the “Red Army 
the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur 
Peoples’ Libcratiein Front (MPLF) alongwilh all its I actions, 
wings and front organizations as unlawful associations , 

And. whereas, the Central Government is also ( -f ’.he 
opinion the if the unlawful activities of the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations are not curbed and controlled immediately, 
they will take the opportunity of :— 

(i) mobilizing their cadres for escalating ihcir 
secessionist subversive,terrorist and violent 
activities; 

(ii) propagating apti-national activities in collusion 
with forces inimical to sovereignty and inicgrily at 
India; 

(iii) indulging in increased killings of civilians and 
targeiing of the Police and Security Forces 
personnel: 

(iv) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the international border; 

(v) extorting and collecting huge funds from the public 
for their unlawful activities; 

And. whereas, the Central Government is furiher of 
the opinion that having regard to the activities of Meitei 
Exiremist Organizaiions mentioned above', it is necessary 
to declare the Meitei Exlemist Organizaiions Pcop'ics’ 
Liberation armv generally known as the PLA. and its 
political wing, the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPI ), l :ie 
United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the Peoples’ 
Revolutionary Parlv of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and iis armed 
wing, the ‘Red Army’, the Kangleipak Communist Parly 
(KCP) and its armed wing, also called the 'Red Army . the 
Kanglei Yaol Kanba Imp (KYKL) and Manipur Peoples’ 
Liberation I roir. (MPLF) as 'unlawdul associations w:th 
immediate effect; and accordingly, in exercise ol the powers 
coni'erred bv the proviso to sub-section (3) ol Seciiono, td 
the unlawful Actiwiiics (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 ol 196?), 
the Central Giivernm^nt hereby directs that this noiilicaiion 
shall, subject to any order that may made under Section 4 
of the said Act, have effect from the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. 
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
